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A NEW INDUSTRY. ? 

A new industry in California, and 
one that promises to be in portant, is 
the prerervation of potatoes by press- 
ing. A machine has beea invented 
for pressing potatoes so that they wil’ 
keep for years in any climate. The 
potatoes are ‘irst pressed, then dried, 
and finally ground into a coarse pow- 
der. . Shipments to England of pota- 
toes thus preserved have proved profit- 
able, and a company has been formed 
in California to engage in the cultiv: - 
tion, pressing and drying of potatorr. 
It is thousht that a very active d- 
mand Will’ spring up in Great Britain 
fur the dessicated potatoes. 

Nevada potatoes are much superior 
to those ‘grown in California. The 
soil in this State is much better suited 
to the growth of tubers of good quali- 
ty than is that of California. This 

-new process of preserving the vegeta- 
bles for a’ foreign market may prove 
important to the agricultural intere-ts 
of Nevada. The pressed, dried snd 
ground potatoes are reduced so much 
ia balk and weight that the cost of 
freight on the ground preparation is 
comparitively slight. The difference 
in qualtiy between the California and 
the Nevada product should give ours 


the preference in the foreign market,. 


and more than counterbalance the ex- 
pense ef getting their product to the 
seaboard, which the Nevada farmer: 
would have to bear. The invention 
of the process for preserving fruit by 
drying kas given the orcharui-ts of 
Oregon the markets of the werid for 
their fruit. In a similar way, thi: 
new process for drying and preserving 
potatces may prove a source of wealth 
and prosperity to tl.is State.

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Prospecting by Means of a Drilling 


_ Machine. 
The Plumas National says: The 
shaft-boring machine now at work on 
Spinish Peak, is fast demonstrating 
that it is just what is needed in a min. 
ing country. The shaft recently start- 
ed is down over 200 feet, and the ma- 
chine sinks it at the rate of twenty- 


tive or thirty feet a day. The hole 
is about eight inches in diameter, and 
by the action of the drillis thoroughly 
plastered up on the sides, ~o that there 
is no danger of caves. In quick-sand a 
tube is iaserted, which takes the place 
of timbers in an ordinary shaft. The 
dirt which is raised can be prospected, 
and its character determined nearly as 
wellasin au ordinary shaft, aad, of 
conrse, the depth to bed-rock is very 
easily and cheaply tound. Water is no 
t(roille—in fact the water is an ad- 
vantage, xs it has to be poured into 
the driil hole in places where the 
ground is dry.

Extensiye Iron Works In Placer County. 
About three miles from Clipper 
Gap and six from Auburn in Placer 
county Cal., are lucated the smelting 
works and mines of the Cualifornis 
Iron Company. Extensive works are 
being put up and operations. will 
begin about Oct. 1. The Bee says the 
c pacity will be 10,000 tons per annum. 
Que hundred men are emplvuyed at 
the works and about 100 at the char- 
coal kilns and in the woods. Four 
thousand bushels of charcoal will be 
consumed each day. Quite a town 
has sprung up adjecent to the works. 
No name bas yet been given to it, but 
it is built with a street 100 feet wide 
and the heuses are in regular line. 
When all is ready for smelting, the 
company will have expended $100.000. 
The ore is mo-tly of the magnetic kind, 
aud is almost free frum sulphur a d 
other foreign metals. It works 70 
per cent. aod makes superior iron.
